the loads taken to the Coors 
Beer Distributors in Santa 
Maria, where YEA receives

Over two weeks ago, 
YEA received three wooden 
bins for used newspapers. 
Along with the four placed 
about the Valley area by the 
Lompoc Valley Boys Club, 
these four-cubic-foot-square 
receptacles were built with 
labor 
donated 
by

members of the Mormon 
Church. 
The 
bins* are 
emptied at intervals and the 
newspapers taken to tne 
C h u r c h ’ s 
“ p a p e r 
warehouse” at 316 N. First 
St. Joseph Mangino. project

Church, stated that both 
groups receive $7 a ton for 
newspapers, or 35 cents per 


hundred 
pounds.

percentage to the Church is 
up to $3 a ton. The paper is 
then sent to a broker at 
Canal Enterprises in San 
Diego.

Churches on the West Coast

Moneys

Director Jim Howard said 
the Boys Club supervises 
four newspaper bins located 
at the Boys Club at 901 W.

and Jim ’s Mobil Station on 
East Ocean Avenue. During 
the nine-month project, he 
estimated a collection of up 
fn seven tons of newspapers.

city-donated 
container is placed in front 
of the Boys Club for that 
purpose. Occasionally,

Currently, the Boys Club 
has collected 
"over 
five 
refrigerator boxes full,” of 
cans, says Howard. 
All groups agree that none 
of the used materials have 
to be specially wrapped or 
prepared 
for 
drop-off. 
Aluminum cans must be 
seamless and rounded at the 
bottom, 
however. 
Donors 
are 
invited 
to 
bring 
newspapers, 
aluminum 
cans, 
glass 
bottles 
and 
styrofoam cartons to the 
above mentioned locations. 
The eco-center at 308 N. H 
St. is open from 3-6 p.m. and 
operated 
mostly 
by high 
school volunteers, Monday

Friday. 
Parking 
facilities are in the back 
Deposits may be made at 
any time at newspaper bin 
locations.

new collection of eye make­ 
up, w h e n a p p l i e d with 
brushes in two tones in the 
Oriental manner, could make 
the eyes look like an Orien-

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tal flower. Transparent lip­ 
stick completed the illusion. 


But in full geisha make-up 
Yayoi looked more like a 
porcelain doll than an Orien­ 
tal blossom. 


At breakfast, Yayoi, al­ 
though in a kimono, wore a 
scrubbed look that indicated 
she was using no make-up. 
Western or Eastern. 
“At work we must use the 
traditional stark white make­ 
up of the geisha,” Miss Ho­ 
shino explained.

Just what does g e i s h a 
mean? “Gei means art,” she 
said, “and sha means per­ 
son. The word means enter­ 
tainer.” 
The geisha, she explained, 
pours sake, makes conversa­ 
tion, plays the s a mi s e n , 
sings and dances. In her tea­ 
house in the Akasaka dis­ 
trict of Tokyo, the men pay 
$100 each for the evening. 


Gift money (tips) is per­ 
m i t t e d and is put into a 
pretty little envelope by the 
geisha and tucked into the 
bodice of her kimono. It is 
often a $100 bill. 
“A long time ago,” Cherry 
said, “people could buy poor 
daughter of poor family and 


make her geisha. No more 
such thing. Now any girl 
who wants to become geisha 
can become very easily. But 
she must sing, dance, act 
and be trained in good man­ 
ners.” 
Yayoi became a geisha of 
her own accord. The pay is 
good and, since she came 
from a good family, she had 
mastered dancing and all the 
graces during childhood. But 
the geisha doesn’t lead an 
easy life. 


“We have hair done in the 
morning before going to our 
teacher, where we take les­ 
sons in dancing, conversa­ 
tion and singing until 4 p.m. 
From 4 until 6 o’clock. I am 
at home and then I go to 
work until 11:30.” 
But today’s geisha is truly 
a liberated geisha. She has a 
union, a retirement fund and 
no ma n d a t o r y retirement 
age. 
“One geisha at my house 
is 75 years old,” Cherry said. 
“And when she picks up the 
samisen, her back is straight 
and she looks so young.” 
Miss Hoshino had a few 
words to say about what she 
feels is a silly question fre­ 
quently asked by American 
women. 
“1 will tell you before you 
ask,” she said. “No, we are 
not easy to sleep with. 
“If a man likes a geisha. 


he must become her sponsor 
—buy her a house and give 
her p l e n t y money so she 
don’t have to go to work 
any more. And she can al­ 
ways say ‘no’ if she want. 
“Geisha can even marry. 
But must not tell guests at 
teahouse. And husband, of 
course, must worry all the 
time.” 
Yayoi has over 1(X) ki­ 
monos and, at $2,000 each, 
her salary must be good. But 
she doesn’t b e l i e v e that 
geisha make-up will catch on 
here. It not only scares kids 
but takes two hours to apply 
and one hour to remove. 
To Cherry it’s worth it all. 
“Those p r e t t y little gift 
mo n e y e n v e l o p e s , you 
know,” she said, tucking an 
imaginary one into the bo­ 
dice of her kimono while her 
dark eyes twinkled.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Steu­ 
b e n v i l l e , Ohio, a city of 
34,000 people lying in the 
Ohio River Valley near the 
Ohio, West V i r g i n i a and 
Pennsylvania junction, was 
recently labeled the most 
air-polluted communi t y in 
the nation by the National 
Air Pollution Control Com­ 
mission. But the problem is 
not just Steubenville’s and 
the blame does not lie there 
alone. Newspaper Enterprise 
Association sent a reporter 
into and around Steubenville 
to assess the problem. Here 
is his report.)

STEUBENVILLE, Oh i o — 
(NEA)—Rub a black-tinged 
leaf on the tulip tree above 
the graves of Thomas and 
Margaret Hawkins in the 
120-acre U n i o n Cemetery 
here and your thumb comes 
away smudged with soot. 
“We have lost some im­ 
mense oak trees during the 
30 years I’ve been here,” 
says Walter Albert, grounds 
supervisor of the hilly ceme­ 
tery where 35,000 graves lie 
high above this Ohio River 
Valley city. “A tree breathes 
through its leaves; block up 
the pores in the leaves and a 
tree will die.” 


In Brilliant, Ohio, a few 
miles down-river from Steu­ 
benville, white-h e Im e t e d 
football p l a y e r s practice. 
Over 
their h e a d s drifts 
smoke from the Ohio Ferro 


A l l o y s Corporation stacks 
and those of Ohio Power’s 
Tidd Plant (“200,000 Kilo­ 
watts for Ohio Progress”). 
Not wisps of smoke. Clouds 
of it. 


“I have what’s c a l l e d 
‘Ohio Valley lung,” ’ says 
Mike Minelli, secretary of 
Local 1190 of the U n i t e d 
Steelworkers of A m e r i c a , 
AFL-CIO, in his fifth-floor 
office in Steubenville’s Ex­ 
change Building. “It affects 
my breathing.” Mike spent 
234 years of his life work­ 
ing for Wheeling Steel in 
Steubenville. 


Fred Tucker, vice-presi­ 
dent for environmental con­ 
trol of National Steel Cor­ 
poration’s Weirton, W.Va., 
division, a c r o s s the river 
from Steubenville, says the 
federal report that labeled 
Steubenville as the grimiest 
city in the nation is “unoffi­ 
cial” and based on only one 
air sampling. 


“But there’s no question 
that this area has a prob­ 
lem ,” he concedes. “Most of 
us live here and raise our 
families here. We are as in­ 
terested as anyone.” 


The air-conditioned dining 
room of the Williams Coun­ 
try Club in Weirton looks 
down upon the Ohio River 
and broad, divided Route 7. 
Up here the air is cleaner 
and the fairways green. Bill 
Brogan of Weirton Steel is 
club secretary. Many of the 
members are Weirton execu­ 
tives. 
In the valley below, down 
around tiny Mingo Junction, 
the grass is not so green, 
and the soot settles softly, 
especially on days w h e n 
quiet air and the Ohio River 
funnel keep effluents from 
being dissipated. 
“Steubenville has always 
been considered a good town 
for newspaper copy,” Her­ 
ald-Star e d i t o r W i l l i a m 
Michl says. “There used to 
be cathouses and gambling 
places all over town. The 
m ilkman d e l i v e r e d your 
m ilk and your number in 
the same d e l i v e r y . But I 
don’t know of a cathouse or 
a gambling house in the city 
now. So it made good copy 
when the air pollution re­ 
port was released. 
“But this rating as dirtiest 
city in the nation is unfair 
because the problem is in 
the entire area. You’ve got 
places like Federal Paper­ 
board, W heeling Steel, Ohio 
Edison, clay plants which 
still use coal, W eirton’s coke 
o v e n s , Koppers Chemical, 
Vanadium, Buckeye Power. 
And you’ve got a u t o m o ­ 
biles.” 
G e o r g e W a s h i n g t o n 
camped in Mingo Junction 
in 1770, the year the town 
was born. As part of its

At The Farm truck stop, 
where White Freightliners 
and big M a c k s stop for 
lunch, five miles east of 
W eirton on Rte. 22, a trucker 
says, “Oh, we don’t notice it 
when it’s like it is today. 
Some days at noon you need 
your lights on in W eirton.” 
The Farm sits high on a 
hill and as you drive past it 
and start into a valley you 
see the smog that a hot, late- 
summ er day lathers across 
the face of the countryside. 


Haven Thompson is a pub­ 
lic relations representative 
for Wheel i ng- Pi t t s burgh 
Steel in Follansbee, W.Va., 
across and down-river from 
Steubenville. He says the 
company is spending $1 mil­ 
lion on a pilot project to 
control emissions from coke 
ovens and that for more 
than a year the company has 
been testing equipment to 
determine the best way to 
clean up effluents in sinter 
plants, where fine ore is 
made into clinkers for blast 
furnaces. 
Wheeling-Pittsburgh 
also 
put in a $2.5 million scrub­ 
ber for its basic o x y g e n 
plant in Mingo Junction in 
1966 and spent $750,000 on 
a gas-mixing station in 1969. 
“Standards 
keep 
chang­ 
ing,” he notes. 
Vice-president Tucker of 
National Steel m e n t i o n s 
standards, too: “The equip­ 
ment is available to reduce 
air pollution, but whether or 
not it will be able to reach 
the standards being set by 
the government is question­ 
able.” 
National S t e e l formerly 
had 14 open hearth furnaces 
which sent particulate mat­ 
ter (solids such as dust or 
ashes) into the air. Those 
are shut down now, replaced 
by one basic oxygen plant. 
Under construction, Tucker 
says, is a new coke battery 
to replace some old coke 
ovens in Weirton. 
“So far our program has 
been totally voluntary,” he 
adds. “Now we’re in a tran­ 
sition period from voluntary 
to mandatory.” 


“I don’t think there is any 
question among doctors or 
any other minds that air pol­ 
lution here contributes to fi­ 
brosis of the lungs, lung dis­ 
ease, increased emphysema 
and bronchitis,” comments 
Dr. Gary Eicher, pathologist 
at St. John’s H o s p i t a l in 
Steubenville. “We have a 
high sulphur dioxide level 
in the air here. This irritates 
the pulmonary tree and that 
causes lung scarring. There 
is h a r d l y a n y o n e who 
doesn’t have a sinus condi­ 
tion. We just have a mess 
here.” 


“We must make clear to 
the steel companies that the 
alternatives are not air pol­ 
lution or shutting down,” 
Mike Minelli says. “Sure, if 
a man has to choose between 
being out of a job and living 
a 
little less longer, he’ll 
choose the job. But that’s 
not the situation. Our ex­ 
perts in the field tell us the 
equipment is available.” 


‘7 live nine miles outside 
the city,” the waitress in the 
small “chicken and chuck” 
restaurant says, wiping off 
the table. “It used to be 
clean out there. Then the 
power plant in Toronto, up- 
r i v e r f r o m Steubenville, 
built a higher smokestack 
Now the veople in Toronto 
don’t get the smoke, we do.” 


Dr. Harry Haverland, pa­ 
thologist at Ohio Valiev Hos- 
pital, says he recently in­ 
stalled an e l e c t r o n i c air 
cleaner in his home in Steu­ 
benville. 


“I wouldn’t move away 
from Steubenville because 
of air pollution,” Dr. Haver­ 
land says. “But I know I will 
have to pay to help clear it 
up. The cost, however, will 
be less than the cost of em­ 
physema.”

111., 
lists outstanding 
leaders 
and 
achievers who have been recommended by their high 
school principals and counselors or who have scored high 
in national scholarship or award contests. More than 96 
per cent of those listed go on to college. 
This particular 22,000 took part in a just-completed 
nationwide study conducted by Merit of the attitudes and 
opinions of student leadership in 18,000 of the 23,000 
public, private and parochial schools in the country. 
Students themselves compiled the questionnaire, so it 
is not some adult's idea of what young people should be 
concerned about. The questions dealt with Vietnam, drug 
use, national politics, minority group relations, sex, 
population, ecology and the whole range of current 
national problems. 
While one in 10 of the students reported using

marijuana and 22 per cent favored its use among high 
school students, 76 per cent said they would not use 
marijuana even if it were legalized and 96 per cent 
disapproved of the harder drugs such as LSD and heroin. 
On the question of the Vietnam war. the one issue 
which has radicalized so many college students, 85 per 
cent of the high school students felt that respect for this 
country has suffered because of the war. Yet 72 per cent 
approved of President Nixon's policy of gradual troop 
withdrawals. 
.As for sex, which is supposed to be the older 
generation's “ hang-up. " a large percentage failed to 
respond to any of the questions about sexual behavior. If 
youngsters are sexually liberated, says Merit, they 
aren't talking about it. 
They are talking to friends, though. More than half 
indicated they discuss their problems with a close friend 
rather than a parent or brother or si.ster. 
In sum. far from being pot-smoking, sexually liberated 
radicals ripe for the college campus barricades, the 
students revealed themselves as thoughtful, deeply 
concerned about the social and political crises of the day, 
but against violence and much more moderate than 
many would have us believe. 
It should be emphasized that the study by no means 
reflects today's average high schooler because it 
reported only the opinions of student lead n s and high 
achievers. 
But It is the leaders who .set standards and behavior 
patterns for the others to follow 


Chilling gamble

WASHINGTON (NEAi 
During the past seven years the 
National Security Council, several 
presidents and their cabinets have 
gambled at considerable possible 
ri.sk 
to U.S. 
.security that 
this 
country would not be faced with a 
major military crisis anyplace in 
the 
world 
— 
over 
and 
above 
Vietnam. 
D ata 
now 
available indicates 
that 
so 
many 
combat-ready 
troops and so much 
in 
a r m s 
and 
equipment were re­ 
quisitioned for Viet­ 
nam 
from 
Amer­ 
ican forces in the 
United 
States . 
Europe, the Medi­ 
terranean and other 
parts of the world 
that if such a major crisis had 
developed 
in 
the 
Japan-Korea. 
'I'aiwan (Nationalist China I , Middle 
East or Western Europe, the United 
States likely would not have been 
able to meet the situation with the 
necessary forces in the time limits 
modern war requires. 
In the bookish language of the 
military: “ In the case of a major 
requirement that had priority over 
Southeast Asia operations, it is 
doubtful if forces could have been 
redeployed from Vietnam to a new 
theater rapidly enough to meet the 
demands of that situation." 
This is a chilling observation. 


This 
gamble 
has 
only 
been 
possible because during the worst of 
the Vietnam period, when demands 
for men, arms and equipment were 
the greatest, the United States had a 
commanding nuclear ICBM, missile 
submarine (Polaris i and long-range 
bomber 
superiority over 
the 
Russians. 
With 
that 
massive 
nuclear 
advantage gone, in all probability 
we shall never again be able to take 
such a risky gamble as we have 
taken in Vietnam. 
We are certainly in no position 
militarily to take it now. 
It is precisely, in part at least, 
because this nuclear umbrella is 
gone, and becau.se, therefore, this 
gamble 
has 
become 
far 
too 
dangerous in view of the Middle 
E a s t 
and 
other 
possible 
confrontations, 
that 
President 
Nixon is drawing down our forces in 
Vietnam .so determinedly and is 
lowering so markedly the level of 
combat by U.S. forces in that war. 
That the rate is slower than both 
Nixon and his opponents would like 
is 
si mpl y 
because 
quick 
withdrawals 
would create more 
hairy problems than they would 
.solve. 
(None of the above is meant to 
discount the strength of the political 
pressure at home pushing toward 
for some sort of withdrawal, slow or 
rapid. I 
But we are not yet in the clear. 
Though a number of the sizable 
deficiencies 
have 
now 
been 
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corrected, enough Vietnam-caused 
weaknesses remain so that the 
United States is not in a position to 
take as firm a position vis-a-vis the 
Russians in the Middle East today, 
.say. as President Truman was a 
nurnbei of years ago wfien he asked 
the Russians to take their troops out 
of Iran 01 when President Kennedy 
asked Khrushchev to take 
his 
missiles out of Cuba. 
It must be understood, of course, 
that a major part of this speak- 
more-softly stance has been forced 
by the shift in the balance of nuclear 
power — or so Nixon's advisers see 
it. 
But with a. nuclear standoff, 
conventional 
forces 
once 
again 
assume a more vital role in dealing 
with Moscow — or even with Red 
China, small as Peking's nuclear- 
force is. 
The 
Vietnam 
war-caused 
deficiencies, not yet fully corrected, 
are serious enough to give any U.S. 
president pause: 
—A lag in making modifications 
(improvements) in the operating 
capability ol naval planes outside 
Southeast Asia 
—.A potentially serious drawdown 
ol some types of munitions. 
—,A high percentage of planes, 
helicopters, 
vehicles, 
and 
other 
weapons 
and equipment out of 
operation 
worldwide for repairs 
because of old age and because of a 
shortage of skilled repairmen and 
parts. 
— An 
u n a c c e p t a b l y 
high 
percentage of obsolete arms and 
equipment in the hands of combat- 
ready troops. 
— S erio us 
poduction 
and 
modification problems continue for 
both the Navy and Air Force. 
—Serious shortages of helicpters, 
landing craft and in a wide range of 
essential equipment. 
—Shortage of trained technical 
personnel, 
especially 
the higher 
enlisted grades. 
Moscow, of course, is well-aware 
of 
these 
American 
weaknesses, 
which have developed at the very 
time the Russians have assiduously 
built up their naval, air and ground 
strengths 
(as 
well 
as 
nuclear 
power I . " 
This may be the reason Moscow 
seemingly is willing to take more 
risks of late — as in the Middle 
East. 
It also is the reason for the Nixon 
doctrine — which aims at taking the 
more 
limited 
American 
power 
(more limited when compared to 
Russia's 
growing 
strength) 
and 
applying it, if possible, only where 
most 
effective, 
and 
above 
all 
making every attempt not to dilute 
that power by letting it get bogged 
down in “ small " wars 
Barbed barbs

Loner Nixon 


WASHINGTON - In the Brief 
interval he 
was 
in 
Washington 
between San Clemente and Key 
Biscayne President Nixon presided 
over a meeting of his cabinet. 
Inevitably, the election and the 
results came up. His official family 
gave him almost reverential praise 
for his strenous drive and for the 
“ success " achieved in the election, 
according to reports out of that 
hushed session. 
Here 
was 
yet 
another 
demon­ 
stration of the Pre­ 
sident's 
isolation 
and 
the 
extra­ 
ordinary power and 
influence 
of 
the 
chief executive to­ 
day. To find a no- 
sayer. to welcome a 
no-sayer, 
appears 
beyond the range of 
the Nixon temper­ 
ament. It may be 
beyond the range of 
any 
man to hedge 
around 
with 
per­ 
quisites 
of 
the 
highest office in the 
land. 
No matter how many times White 
House spokesmen may deny it, this 
isolation is patently a fact. At the 
climax of the campaign as he was 
barnstorming through the west the 
President 
declared 
that nothing 
could stop him from going out to 
meet and talk with the American 
people. As surely he must know, this 
was a figure of speech. 
The rallies at which he spoke were 
carefully 
stage-managed 
by 
his 
political lieutenants and the Secret 
Service. 
The 
wave 
of 
cheers 
breaking 
around 
him 
were 
a 
welcome draught of heady wine for 
the ego of a lonely man. Hardly an 
exchange with the American people, 
it 
was a 
political 
scenario as 
carefully 
scripted 
as 
“ Wagon 
Train." 
Mr. Nixon's ubiquitous companion 
at San Clemente, Washington and 
Key Biscayne is Charles G. (Bebe) 
Rebozo. 
His 
other 
frequent 
companion is Roberg Abplanalp, a 
New 
York 
industrialist 
and 
inventoi .’at whose Bahamian Island 
retreat the President is guaranteed 
seclusion. 
Granted, Presidents need friends 
to let down and relax with and who 
never intrude public worries. Yet, 
so far as can be learned, Mr. Nixon 
has no associates with whom he 
freely exchanges ideas and opinions. 
Secretary of the Interior Walter 
Hickel publicly complained of his 
remoteness in the matter of the 
presidential 
attitude 
toward the 
young. This got him a meeting with 
Mr. Nixon at the White House. 
The president is said to get his 
news in digest form on 
a single 
sheet of paper. During a resent 
crisis it was pointed out that he did 
not look at television least he be 
influenced by the excitability of the 
screen. 
White 
House 
entertaining 
has 
become increasingly dominated by 
protocol. These formal occasions 
take on the character of royal 
levees. The toasts and the dinner 
table 
chit-chat 
hardly 
rate 
as 
stimulating give and take or as a 
reflection of the cross currents of 
opinion in the nation and the world. 
The President’s isolation is not 
merely of incidental interest as one 
facet of his personality. It concerns 
not alone his future but the future of 
the country at this critical juncture 
when the question is whether the 
economy is to bump along for 
another 
year 
or 
more 
with 
unemployment at 5.5 to 6 per cent. 
The decision to rebroadcast the 
Phoenix “ gloves off" speech on 
election eve is said to have been 
ultimately 
the 
President’s 
own 
decision 
Alternating 
his 
fierce 
attack with a curious smug smile as 
the cheers broke over him, Mr. 
Nixon, 
quite 
apart 
from 
the 
technical defects of the tape of 
which the White House had been 
duly warned, could hardly have 


appeared at a greater disadvantage. 
It was. in a word, appalling. 
Faced now with harsh decisions 
about the drift of the economy and 
pressures to shape a new political 
approach, the President needs to 
hear all points of view on how to 
restore employment and at the 
same time avoid adding new fuel to 
the still-serious inflation The bland 
assurances of the academics on the 
Council of Economic Advisers no 
longer go down. They have the sound 
of a tune whistled bravely too close 
to the graveyard. 
One who arrnmnanied Mr. Nixon 


as adviser on his foreign tours when 
he was vice-president recalls that he 
» rarely let out with the staff. At the 
end of a crowded day back on the 
official plane the President and his 
wife would go immediately to their 
private quarters. The habits of a 
loner are deeply ingrained. 
But 
given all the buiit-in inhibitions of 
the presidency, the splendid misery 
as Jefferson called it, the urgent 
need of the man in the office today is 
to break out of a closed circle.

history . ’ Of 243 new 
schooi levies on the 
ballot, 
only 
68 
passed. 


In addition, only 14 of 61 new 
school bond issues succeeded. In 
four cases voters even refused to 
renew old levies. Altogether, the 
percentage 
of 
approval 
of 
484 
operating levies and bond issues 
drew 
only 
253 
approvals, 
a 
percentage of 52.3 per cent, the 
lowest approval rate in state history 
on school issues. 


We are sure that a number of 
citizens 
in 
our 
neighboring 
community of Santa Maria would 
call their recent bond issue a “ most 
d is a s tro u s 
e l e c t i o n " 
also 
Frustrating, must certainly be the 
description ol how the supporters of 
that issue feel. There they sit with 
an unaccredited high school and still 
the voters turn down solutions for 
better education. 


We have seen many a school bond 
election 
issue. 
The 
issues 
are 
generally put together by 
school 
administrators with an attitude of 
“ how can they po.ssibly turn this 
down. " But yet citizens do, in this 
day and age. 
We 
feel 
the 
rea.sons 
are 
a 
combination 
of 
many 
factors, 
primarily one being an expression of 
punishment by the voters on the 
laxity of tough school measures 
against 
outright 
permissiveness. 
Also, 
we 
are 
sure 
that voters 
indicate their displeasure with taxes 


by putting their “ X " in front of the 
“ Against" 
column, 
despite 
any 
results. 


They 
do 
not 
take 
into 
consideration that they are only 
hurting 
themselves. 
Results 
of 
unsuccessful financing of schools at 
the local level are cutbacks in school 
and municipal services. Voters hope 
that more efficient use of revenues 
will happen, but they are only 
dreaming with that hope. 
.Mr. .Average Citizen has little to 
.say about how his federal tax is 
spent, .so when he finds it necessary 
to cut costs he is inclined to vote 
against local tax increases. Local 
leaders might start expressing to 
national leaders their concern about 
this tendency and .seek lelief from 
It. 
It is just a thought but we doubt 
very much whether national leaders 
will 
pay 
heed 
or 
offer 
an 
explanation.
